This Ib 
only a. two class steamer, however, 
and those ; who bave made inquiries 
slated that these quarters w-ere ex- 
cellent. On the return' sailing it Is 
feared thai, the accomodation will not 
be so good but If those who are plan- 
ning to go desire a betterment it la 
possible that this may be done.

Pathological Building to be 
Formally Opened 

LATEST~ADDITION 



Said to Excel Any Similar In- 
stitution on American 
Continent 

A students' laboratory, whlr.h I» a 
replica, of a. fatuous laboratory at 
Leipzig,' a. North-west wa.ll ma*lo al- 
most entirely of Kla.ss and a. system 
of inrtlroct. lighting permuting the 
maximum amount of light without, 
direct sunlight, for microscopic work 
nro outstanding features of the now 
Pathology Rulldlng of McGIll Unlvor- 
tlonslty now in tlio last stages of com- 
pletion and expect. id to be In partial 
occupation by the end of January. 
Experts unhesita tingly decla.ro lt to b. 
equal to the best thn.t tho contolnent. 
of Europe can show, and to excel any 
similar Institute on the American 
continent In design, equipment and 
completeness. 

The bulldlnjsr, McGlll's latest addi- 
tion to Its facilities, stands on the 
north-east comer of University Street 
and Ptno Avenue, and Is built of 
grey ' aandstonc, quarried some fifty 
miles from Montreal. It Is designed 
after the old Scottish Baronial style 
to harmonize nith the University 
buildings, and with tho Royal Victoria 
Hospital with which It is connected 
hy a tunnel. It will house the patho- 
logy and correlated departments, in- 
cluding bacteriology and medical 
Jurisprudence. Formal opening is ex- 
pected to take place in May durln« 
convocation week. 
THiREE FLOORS. 

There are three floors and a high 
basement m. t&e building", and the 
layout and tho clqulpment Is designed 
to provide the best facilities for 
pathological teaching and research. 
The basement Is given over to storaga 
material, shops, includ-n? museums 
and students' quarters. On the first 
floor aro lecture roons including a 
large lecture and patho o-jlcal demrn- 
st ration theatre, -seatlnç 120 students 
and lapable of extension to seat 150: 
ii useums, including: a larj;* museum 
with a gallery leuiinif off the main 
lecturo theatre and directly accessible 
to the students; a magnificent theatre j 
lined with white marble where au- 
topsies will be made in the presence 
of students, research rooms, confer- 
ence rooms, a photographie room and 
a departmental library. On the. 
socond floor Is tha most remarkable 
feature, of the building, the students' 
laboratory, copied from the famous 
Leipzig laboratory. 

Of magnificent length, the whole 
of the outer wall is made of glass, 
and tho floor rises in tiers so that 
no one student can obecuro the light 
from another One hundred and twen- 
ty students can work unhampered in 
I his laboratory. Parallel with lt and

TALK ON DESIGN 
BY PROF. CARLESS 

Spoke Before Alumnae So 
ciety on Revival of Goth- 
ic Architecture 



How Gothic architecture returned to 
favor in England in the olghtoeuth 
century wus Interestingly! told by Prof. 
W. E. Carless, of McGjll University, 
who gave an illustrated talk to mem- 
ber* of l.ho Alumnao Society in tha 
Royal Victoria Collogo Monday after- 
noon. Though 'Horace Walpolq and 
Strawberry VI ill," was the title given 
lo the address, tho speaker by no 
incunn çqnflncd himself to a discus- 
sion of the eighteenth contury dilet- 
tante and hla pretty baublo, but took 
his audience for a tour through Lon- 
don town au it was In tho days when 
Dr. Johnson and Popo drank in its 
coffee houses and Fox dissipated 
SVeat sums as its gaming tablet.. 

An. excellent idea of that original 
creation. Strawberry Hill, was given 
by a series of plans and Illustrations, 
supplemented by doscrlp.ttons of the 
unique castle. Even the cows and the. 
sheep wero chosen because they pos- 
sessed coats which harmonized with the 
landscape, The Gothic riostgns which 
were uaoil by Chippendale in th.^ mak- 
ing or furnlttiro for I he castle were 
also shown. Though it was custom 
iry to lioiido Wnlpole for his crea- 
tion, tin. speaker pointed out that ho 
deserved great credit for b|s apprecia- 
tion of Gothic. In I bo days when lt

Many highly controversial., subjects 
were discussed ;at tho forums held, at 
Indiana polls, such as tho question of 
war, and what are some of tho ways 
by which It can be checked. From 
the reports of sonic newspapers arid the 
stirring headlines at tho top of Ihoso 
reports O no might cosily be led to think 
thn.t.War was the most Important mat- 
ter of tho convention. At rme. gather- 
ing of somo 200. students after- an ex- 
cHIiip; discussion a vols was taken to 
ascertain Iho ruimher of those present 
who would agree never to take up arms 
again, no matter what Iho cause of the 
war. The vote was 94 for war and 
some SO against war. It Was reported 
that some two or three hundred dèlo- 
gu-tos signed cards pledging novar to 
support a. war. sliotild the test come. 
The interesting discussion did not turn 
out only two partks with two different 
points of view. Four different parties 
might have linen observed. 

At these forums, which wero quite 
apart from the regular sessions of the 
convention, held in the Cadle Taber- 
nacle, other subjects besides that of 
'war occupied the .time. 

The colored members at. the. conven- 
tion were very much concerned about 
the race problem. It was mentioned 
that negroes in some parts ot the 
United States were not. allowed to' oc- 
cupy a place on a street car, nor sleep 
in a railway sleeping coarfi. nor to ob- 
tain accomodation at some pf the best 
hotels.. At the British Empire Lun- 
cheon, held, on New Year's Day the Tn- 
diaji . delegates, .refused to accept in- 
vitations given thorn, as expression of 
their feelings towards the other mem- 
bers of the British Empire who do not 
consider the natives of India their 
cq.ua la,.

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What are College Games For?

But wlnit harm lias born done to 1 lie 
games themselves hy the use of them 
for other purposes? What has admin- 
istration double -mindednej<s done <o 
sport and sport mnnshlp? It ha« not 
Wholly destroyed them. Young men 
in collepe are still yonng and still 
menVand honor games are still gamciy 
Wirt it has allowed the games to he 
shockingly changed for tho worse i 

When, however, one examinés the 
damage, it appears to be due not so 
much to positive offenses by: presi- 
dents and faculties as to ihr failure, 
of these guardians of the college to 
take opportunities, to meet obligate 
M'ith clean and decisive action. The 
l*t,k of understanding and placing 
games in the general scheme of college 
lite is not an easy. one. Wo have many 
excuses for failure to accomplish it; 
and yet the fact remains that we 
have failed, that the collegiate . ad- 
ministration of games is. on the whole 
a rather pitiful failure. , 

The difficulty of the task has arisen 
chiefly from the coming-in nf an ex- 
ternal factor. We first thought, of 
games as the play of the students, as 
competition between colleges. But 
during the last thirty or forty years 
these contests have taken on very 
great, interest for people outside, the 
colleges. The gênerai public, collegiite 
and noncollegiate, is so eager to see 
our contests that it is willing to pay 
well for 1 hp privilege. And so it has 
come about that more and more we 
have, provided on our field places frr 
lookers-on: until now ;hc largest 
•crowds' arc mounting to fifties or 
sixties of thousands, and the gate 
receipts of a team for a season maj- 
or counted by the hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. 

Here then arc the elements of a 
rather difficult situation. Our prim* -y 
purpose ;s that our students pl.iy 
games with the men of other colleses. 
But other people wish to sec thr play 
and are willing to pay for the privil- 
ege. What shall we do? Shall we re- 
fuse to admit outsiders? Shsil wt 
admit them without payment If we 
take payment, on what scale shall it 
be and what ust- shall be made of the 
money taken? Xow to each of these 
questions our practice has given the 
easiest answer, whether right or 
wrong. If people wish to see. then of 
course they must be admitted. If 
people offer money, of course we will 
take it — take as much as they are 
willing to pay. If the money is taken 
In as profit from athletic games, then 
of courtse the proper use of it is for 
athletic purposes. These are the easy 
natural answers; but within them iies 
the cause of our disaster. 

The first onswer is, I think, valid. 
It would not be wise .or frentîly for us 
to exclude the public from our con- 
tests. From our own immediate stand- 
point such exclusion is desirable. If 
the games were not public spectacles 
we could have better sport, more fun, 
better sportsmanship than is possible 
with our present publicity. And yet it 
would be socially wrong for ue to seek 
such seclusion. The college is, in all 
essential features, a public institution. 
Here is a 'complication' from which 
we cannot penerously or honorably 
escape. The public must come if they 
wish and we must make them wel- 
come; and then make the best of our 
situation. 

The second answer is not so clearly 
or so completely true. 1 think we 
have a right and even an obligation to 
make a charge for admission to the 
garaee. • It would hardly seem proper 
to pay for .the providing of accommo- 
dations for spectators. One cannot 
very well une scholarship or library 
funds for the building of "Bowls' and 
'Coliseums.' But why Hhould the 
charge be anything more than that of 
/the actual additional cost of providing 
/ space and Heals for those who ask us 
to provide them? I can see no Justi- 
fication tor anything more. Surely 
we arc not in the business of making 
profits from tin games of our stu- 
dents. Nor air we willing that they 
should be in that business either. But 
in some way or other we have Koltcn 
into that business, have built our 
.fields and used them for extracting 
all the money which the traffic will 
bear. Here is a, commercialism which 
must bo stopped. Youny men, as well 
old, must see that it is not always 
ssary to lake money When it is 
.ffered. Taking money usually im- 
plies a bargain. And in this case, the 
spirit of sportsmanship stands in the 
way. We are playing, not tor money, 
but for fun. 

But it is the third answer which In 
most clearly and wickedly .wronfr. If 
we assume that gate receipts are to 
,l;e charged and thereby large sums of 
money are to be made available, who 
shall take them? The answer given 
'' r'is, that if money lr made by games, it 
Should be used for games; if H is 

■ niu by teams, it should be used for 

§lt'/ ■ 1 " 

teams. Why.' What Is the connec- 
tion? 

As matt'; of fact, it is Die exact op- 
posite which is true. There can be no 
proper connection hero. ISveryone 
knows that in such sport as ours, the 
money earned should not be given to 
the Individual players But it is 
equally true that it should not be 
used tor the teams. ff this Is done, 
then the winning of (fames and the 



making; of money are linked together 
In ways which arc inevitably destruc- 
tive of the whole scbome of college 
play. If the team wins. II makes 
more money; it has more money, It Is 
more sure of winning. 

Vnd ro the wheel utoes spinning 
round and the games which we bognn 
to play for fun become itreat financial 
struggles between managers and su- 
pervisors and coaches, and so nits 
and other outsiders, while tho play- 
ers are morn and more the puppet s 
used by the machine In fashioning llu 
successes. 

Here is. 1 am sure, tho radical blun- 
der which has been made by our 
double-minded administration. Wo 
have put together play and money- 
making when every Interest of play 
demanded tbnt they be separated. 
When it appealed, thirty years ago, 
that our games were arousing public 
interest and could therefore bo made 
sources of revenue, what did we say? 
More or less clearly two statements 
were made. First, this public interest, 
though bad for sport, is good for 
other reasons, and must be cultivated. 
Ar.d sccotlU, the amounts of money in- 
volved are too large to bo managed by 
undergraduates; we must establish 
Hoards of Control to see that proper 
management is given. And so we 
took from undergraduates the man- 
agement of their own games — much 
to their delight as they saw our more 
efficient administration. In their 
Ciacr we have established great sys- 
tems of administration which have 
built Stadiums, Howls, Coliseums, 
have increased gate receipts, have 
aroused puhllc interest, have 'devel- 
oped teams, until the whole, system 
has become an absurd travesty of the 
motive from which it sprang, the im- 
pulse of play which it was Intended 
to serve. 

Xoihing seems to me clearer than 
that it is essential for us to cut the 
connection between players and teams 
on the one side and rate receipts and 
expenditures on the other. Jf under- 
graduates wish to have games, they 
should furnish the players from their 
own ranks, should arrange their own 
schedules, pay their own expenses, 
carry on their own play. If on the 
other hand, people wish to come to the 
college grounds to see the play, the 
college may charge for this such pay- 
ment as It thinks best. My own opin- 
ion is that it should charge the ex- 
pense ai the field and nothing more. 

But whether the income be large or 
small, it should be taken and used by 
the collese and not by the team or 
its management. The interests of the 
sport demand that the money be kept 
apart from it. 

When one suggests that such a 
change as this be made, the officers 
of the 'system' reply that under ex- 
isting circumstances a change is im- 
possible. But the officers of a sys- 
tem usually say that- There is in- 
herent difficulty in making such a 
change. The interests which the sys- 
tem is intended to serve demand that 
it be made. 

V 

The absurdity of our present admin-, 
istration of games reaches its climax 
in the institution of the coach, the 
armies of coaches. These are men wlio 
arc brought in to develop the playing 
skill of the team to the highest possi- 
ble pitch. They are given full and 
complete charge of the players and 
the play; far more tha.n anyone else 
they are hel'I responsible for victories 
or defeats. In return for this they are 
paid large, exceedingly large salaries, 
as judged by the standards of the col- 
lege community. Now one growth of 
this institution is of course diroctly 
traceable to the administration of the 
gate receipts, if large sums of money 
are available, then many and good 
coaches ca.n be secured by paying 
for them. If good coaching is provided, 
the level of play is raised, more victor, 
ies are won, and the gate receipts are 
still further Increased. The making of 
the money enters directly and essen- 
tially' into the winning of the games. 
The sport is commercialize!] a.l its 
very centre. Jl is. not. too strong a 
statement to say that undergraduate 
responsibility tor the winning or lo- 
sing of games has very largely disap- 
peared. 

Now hore again It seems to me Im- 
perative that we go back to first prln- 
• plea and escape from our double- 
•aindednesf. There Is no real fun, no 
'Ciiuine sport in hiring a man to fur- 
nish the wits, the skill, the discipline, 
the control by which you attempt to 
win a game. If undergraduates are to 
have real games, they must do their 
own coaching, take charge of their 
own tëâms, develop alieir own strategy, 
work out tho'r own discipline; tin-, 
team must be theirs, and they must 
win or lose on their own of foils. I 
know nothing more expressing 'bar: 
On- foonvi-r.'-a Ion in a college com- 
munity at the end of a sen son, when, 
having won or lost our games, we 
spéculai e what tin- result would 
have been, hp.d W<' hired these 
men rather than those lo lake 
charge of the chances of victory, I 
am not hero attacking the oha/aclcr 
or personal quality ot coaches. They 
range in this respect from etude and 
vulgar outsiders to men JvhoHÇ friend- 
ship is gladly welcomed ,„ any nca-^,' & ,, y

To the suggestion thai coaches be 
abolished, objection ban been made 
that 'since In our Intellectual work 
.we.fnrnlnh the bent leaching,' In Hie 
field of sports 'we should give Ihe 
very benl leaching thai thorn Is.' The 
objection rests, t ihlnM, on two ni Inn p- 
prebenslonn. II falls lo recognize Hie 
destruction or undergraduate respon- 
sibility which coaching bun brought 
about. And, perhaps for ihtn very 
reason. It hopelessly confuses 'coach- 
ing' and 'leaching.' We have depart- 
ments of physical training which arc 
teaching In Hie field of athletics. And 
It Is our hope Hint through I h cm 
every student In tin' college may be 
given some appreciation of tho Joys 
and advantages of athletic gaines. 
Hut the difference between 'teaching' 
and 'coaching' is one which no genu- 
inn teacher will allow to bo obscured, 
The teacher develops the Independence 
of his pupil; (he i.oaeh taken away 
that Independence. The teacher Is 
preparing the pupil In general by 
trying to give him understanding of 
the field in which his activities may 
He. The coach Is preparing him for 
specific tests, specific occasions, Is 
getting him ready for a particular 
contest which Is coming and coining 
soon. l'or the winning of that, con- 
test the coach to | l<CH responsibility, 
whether it be . an entrance examina- 
tion or a game of football. The 
coach studies the actual situation, 
finds out just what the factors are, 
determines what shall be done with 
respect to each, issues bis orders as 
to what, shall be done and what not 
done. It Is tho business of a teacher 
to develop a pupil into power and In- 
telligence; it is the business of a 
coach to win a contest. I know few 
things more amusing than a college 
debate in which a 'coach' has told his 
automata what to say. But quite as 
tragic is the spectacle of a croup of 
boys using their arms and backs and 
legs at the command of another mans 
wits, and supposing at the same time 
that they arc playing a game. 

As to the prospect of improvement 
here, there is some reason for encour- 
agement. The suggestion that no one 
be allowed to coach unless he bo a 
member of the faculty Is being very 
favorably considered. It. is perhaps 
somewhat invidious to suggest that 
the first step toward nonexistence Is 
memberhip in a faculty. But at least 
the suggestion does mean that we are 
considering the problem. My own 
impression is that the. days of double- 
mindedness are going by, 

i " yr 

l have dealt In this paper with the 
effects of administration upon college 
games. And one ' docs this because, 
after all, ihe attitudes and actions, of 
faculties and presidents are the most 
Important factors in any matter of 
college activity,' whatever It may be. 
Tha-; there are other sources of diffi- 
culty need hardly lie said. Especially 
is it true that, small groups of under- 
graduates and, more often, of grad • 
nates, with no proper sense of what n 
game is, persist in hiring men to play 
upon our college team's. As to such 
men one can only say ;:hat, if a cad 
comes into your company, you cannot 
very we.'J escape the effects of his 
cuddishness; Wut you can wish that 
you were free from his company.

"Corlcs" and "Piznrro" Top- 
ics Discussed 

SECOND MEETING 

Speakers Were Miss L Camp- 
bell and Misn V. Ross 

A mcnt|ng ,,c du- II. V. O. hliilorlciil 
club was held In nl nlghl hi Hie homo 
or M Inn Vernon Ittmn, Crescent si. 
Minn Umrclte Campbell read a very 
Inlertmlliig paper on "Col-ten and tho 
Conquest of "Mexico." Her paper wiiti 
based on a hlography of Curlew and n 
contemporary nccuiint. of hia conquests 
written by ilpinnl IJlnis del CiiHllilo. 
In his youth Cortes was In very dell- 
ctilu health; Inn later his escapades 
rather brought blui into trouble, ninl 
his parmi In were not iiorry when li» 
decided lo leave for Spain's American 
dominions, t'orles went lo Cuba and 
»ln yet I (horn for some lime, engaging 
while I hero In several potty war'n 
lUfalnot Ihe natives. Thus In; gained 
some military experience and hy bin 
charm of character and ability soon ho- 
«aine a general favorHoi I lo U as given 
tho command of l.hu first oxpodlllon lo 
Mexico chiefly through Hie Influence 
of the governor's n'ccrcljiry, and soon 
after the governor himself repented of 
the appoint mont, bin it was loo lato 
to slop him for Cortes had departed. 

Cortoh slopped at several Islands on 
bis Journey and also landed at various 
points op the Yuen tan coast; When 
he finally landed in Moxloo, at what 
was later known ,,s Vera CruJ!, Monto- 
BUlhu; Hie Aztec ruler of Mexico sent 
envoys to him anil tried lo bribe him 
to come no further; but. Cortes had 
conceived an exalted idea of himself 
as the conqueror of Mexico and the 
hearer of Christianity to the Aztecs 
and their Indian subjects. He gained 
the support of several of their tribes, 
without which his conquest would have 
been wellnlgb Impossible. Cortes 
after many battles and ambuscades en- 
tered Mexico City where ho was cere- 
moniously received by Montezuma and 
his followers. Miss Campbell rend a 
very interesting description of Mexico 
City given by Bernai Diaz. Cortes re- 
mained In the. city for some time, when 
the Aztecs was against the Spain raids. 

During the terrible' encounters which 
preceded their expulsion, Montezuma 
was slain. .In 1521 ; ,Cortes recaptured 
tho city, however, "and remained for 
some time as the ruler of the land he 
had conquered. He was without a 
doubt one of tho greatest of Spain's 
conquering explorers and his life forms 
a fascinating study in Spanish me- 
thods of conquest. 

The second paper, read by Miss 
Vernon Ross was on I'lzarro and the 
conquest of Peru- Tho discovery of 
Peru took place later than thai of 
Mexico but followed the same general 
plan. Plzarro wita more treacherous 
than Cortes and after inviting Inca. 
the ruler of the country, to banquet 
bin soldiers stfized him and kept him 
prisoner. 

With the ruler of the .country In 
their bands, Ihe Spaniards could de- 
mand any sum they wi tilled for his 
ransom. After the Inca had fulfilled 
tho first request lo fill a room 1Ï foot 
square and 12 feel high with gold, Ihe 
Spaniards were afraid lo set him free. 

After the death of the Inca, the 
Spaniards collected nearly ft £,000,00(1 
in gold from (lie country and it Is 
regret table Dial Ihe wonderful artis- 
tic work in gold and silver wan melted 
down to satisfy the greed of the Span- 
iards. 

When Ihe news of Plznrro's success 
became known, Ihe Spaniards were de. 
lighted. The FA liorado of thoir 
dreams bad been reached, and Spain 
was envied her possession oi .'.hesu 
riches. 

Two interesting, features of Inca ci- 
vilization .un Ihe wonderful roads Ihey 
built entirely by manual labour', and 
their system of writing consisted ot a 
long silk cord with kimls in Hie fringe 
lo represent words.

GOOD MIXERS GET HIGHER 
SALARIES 

It profits a man UttJe in dollars 
and cents to work for "A" grades 
at college unless he also possesses 
the ability to "mix" weM with his 
fellows, it is revealed in statistics 
collected by Adelbert Ford. Instrnc- 
tor in psychology In the University 
of Michigan. 

Phi Beta Kappa men have ac- 
quired an average income of .■•5.000 
a year during a ten -year period since 
graduation, and those who gained 
prominence In college for their so- 
cial and campus activities have ac- 
quired incomes averaging more than 
$10,000 in the same time. 

Activity Men Draw $10,000 

The statistics at Mr. Ford's dispo- 
sal were gathered from !>S of the 
257 men graduates of the class of 
1512. 

Men of Michlgamau. the highest 
campus honorary society, which 
makes' its selections for social prom- 
inence and activity, now are drawing 
an aver"-" yea nly income of move 

•u $10,009. 

Men of Sphlnz, chosen for practi- 
cally the same accomplishments, ex- 
hibited lu a minor degree, earn more 
than $S,000 annually. All "M" ath- 
letes earn more than $ti 100, the av- 
erage student gets $5,S00 a year, and 
the I'hl llotn Kappa Men $.1,000 a 
year. 

Next in line of income are lawyers, 
who uvcrago $7^00; doctors with 
$0.500, und then the merchants with 
incomes- around Ihe $5,000 mark.
